Make Antibacterial Foaming Soap 
To Save Water and Save Money 
Teal —or— Blue —or— Yellow 


FOAMING SOAP SAVES WATER because it speeds up hand washing as it’s applied and rinsed off 
quickly. We all need to do our part to cut routine household water use. , 
NEED: 
1 empty Purell® Advanced Foaming Hand Sanitizer dispenser ——> 
(18 fluid ounces or 535 ml) or similar; 
1 bottle (any size) blue Dawn® dishwashing liquid; : 
1 bottle (any size) orange Dawn dishwashing liquid (which has a light orange scent); 
distilled water (min. 16 fluid ounces or 473 ml), typically in a 1 gallon jug with red cap.

Start with a Foaming Purell dispenser that’s cleaned out, and has the outer shrink-wrap label 
removed. Note: Purell foaming hand sanitizer doesn’t leave a residue like regular Purell (gel), so 
you may like it. 


If you want a teal colored soap mixture, use both blue and orange Dawn. 
If you want a blue soap mixture, use only blue Dawn. 
If you want a urine-colored soap mixture, use only orange Dawn (learn from my mistake’). 


RECIPE (teal colored soap mixture): 
1) Add blue Dawn to about 0.25 inch (0.65 cm) height in bottom of dispenser. 
2) Add equal amount of orange Dawn to about 0.50 inch (1.30 cm). 
3) Add distilled water to fill. Keep level below where dispenser tapers as the large- 
diameter foaming mechanism should not be submerged. 
4) Screw on dispenser mechanism. 
5) Carefully mix soap mixture with minimal agitation using a circular motion. 
6) Rinse off outside of dispenser, and set aside to dry. 


Voyla!... you now have a dispenser putting out foaming soap. One pump is usually plenty for 
hand washing. If you keep a dispenser next to the kitchen sink you have a handy source of 
diluted dish soap for quick dishwashing tasks. Dawn is considered antibacterial. 


The ratio of Dawn-to-water can be varied for a more- or less-concentrated soap mixture. If you 
wish to mix the Dawn with distilled water solution in quantity, be careful to store the extra 
mixture in a substantial container as the Dawn can degrade the polypropylene or polyethylene 
used to make distilled water jugs, and eventually will leak (learn from my mistake!). Vary the 
recipe, e.g., use different brands or colors, add scents, add a label or artwork. Share your unique 
recipe. Save a buck, and help save the planet as... 


The planet you help save may be your own. 
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
